Local Road Takes Steps to 
Relieve Congestion Suf­ 
fered for the Past 
Six Months

Fast mail and passenger train No. 
55 on the Milwaukee 
road, 
which 
leaves this city at 10:65 a. rn., nar­ 
rowly escaped a serious wreck at La 
Moille, about 15 miles north of the 
city, Saturday afternoon, when one 
of the large drive wheels flew off, 
letting the piston rod #of the engine 
hang loose. 
The quick action of the 
engineer in applying the brakes and 
the slow rate of speed at which the 
train was traveling was probably all 
that averted a serious accident. The 
passengers on the train were consid­ 
erably jarred. 
The train left this city three hours 
late and another two hours was pass­ 
ed at La Moille, waiting for another 
engine which was secured from the 
local roundhouse. 


Beginning next Friday, the Chica- 
, Milwaukee & St. Paul railroad 
will receive locomotives a t the rate 
of twenty-seven weekly in accord­ 
ance with a contract with an eastern 
firm, in addition to three cars per 
week, which will be turned out at 
the West Milwaukee shops, accord­ 
ing to reports received a t the local 
offices of the road. 
The lack of engines In the past 
half year has been greatly responsi­ 
ble for a congestion of cars 
along 
various paints and cities of the sys­ 
tem, and it is with the view of elim ­ 
inating this difficulty th at the large 
number of engines is being construct­ 
ed. 
By February I the road will 
have at least 115 additional engines 
in the service and within six months 
it will have more than 150 
more 
engines than at the present time. The 
road is working sixty-one switch en­ 
gines on its Milwaukee term inals. 
The building of these engines will 
greatly facilitate the transportation 
of freight about the country, thus 
being of a great benefit to the job­ 
bers and the shippers. 
W hether any of the engines will 
be brought to this city for use on di­ 
visions term inating 
here, 
is 
not 
known. The need for engines here is 
not great at the present tim e, 
al­ 
though during the rush seasons it 
has been found necessary to “pool’ 
the locomotives at the local 
round- 
hbuse of the Milwaukee road, a sys­ 
tem which is disliked by all the en- 
ginemen.

HELD FEBRUARY 5 


Any person of good judgment, who 
has received an 
ordinary 
common 
Behoot education, can readily and 
easily pass the test to be given ap­ 
plicants 
for 
census 
enumerators’ 
places on Saturday, Feb. 5, the date 
finally set by United States Census 
Director Durand, according to 
an 
announcement received by Supervisor 
of Census Frank Winter from 
the 
census bureau today. This will be a 
comforting assurance to the several 
hundred thousand who are believed 
to be contemplating application for 
the places. 
It was emphatically stated at the 
bureau that the test 
will 
lie 
an 
eminently reasonable and practical 
one, similar to that applied to ap­ 
plicants at the twelfth census. 
It 
will consist of filling-out a sample 
schedule of population from a de­ 
scription, in narrative form, of typi­ 
cal families; and. in the case 
of 
enumerators whose work will be in 
the rural districts, they will be called 
upon to fill out an additional sample 
schedule of agriculture, from infor­ 
mation furnished by the census bu 
reau. 
AU persons, ^whether women 
or 
men, who may desire to become cen 
SUS enumerators, must be citizens of 
the United States, residents of the 
eupervisor’s district for which they 
winh to be appointed; must be not 
Jess than 18 nor more than 70 years 
of age; must Ive physically able to 
do the work; must be trustworthy 
honest and of good habits; must have 
at least an ordinary education and 
must be able to write plainly anc 
with reasonable rapidity. 
Those who can comply with these 
requirements are invited to put in 
their applications, as there will be 
at least 68,000 enumerators* places 
to be filled by the middle of March 
In preparation for the enumeration 
beginning April 15.
